Whatever the Wisconsin legislators do the 
residents of Wisconsin and its bordering 
states will be stuck with it for a long time 
baring a nationar 21-year-old drinking law 
coming from the federal government. ' 

Earl claims that the largest drinking 
problems are in the high schools and the 19- 
year-old raise will lessen that problem 
because there are no 19-year-olds in high 
school. 

Earl's. Communication Director Ron Mc- 
Crea, giving no real answer to questions as to 
the possibility of 18-year-olds having 19-year- 
old friends who would get liquor for them, 
said that the governor did not want to 
penalize a lot of adults who already have the 
drinking privilege. 

McCrae claimed that Earl had a tran-, 
sportation study that showed 18 to be the 
highest drinking- driving accident rate. 

Yet, near the Illinois border almost all of 
~lhfeTmich"touted-fatal-teen-drinking^driving- 
accidents were caused by 19-year-olds and 
over. 

A year ago the Wisconsin Transportation 
Dept. rated 19 as the highest accident age 
with is coming in a close second. 

McCrae claims that Earl "has talked to 
law enforcement agehcies all over the state 
who agree that the t9-year-old age raise will 
all but cure the problem.". 

One of these most probably was Kenosha 
County Sheriff Dan Piencicowski who is a 
firm believer in the age of majority. 

"This would correct the bulk of the 
problem, I can handle that," said Pien- ' 
cicowski. 

The Kenosha County Sheriff .believes that 
the reai cure for drinking and driving of- 
fenders of^ll ages is stronger enforcement of 
the new stricter drunken driving laws not the 
age jegislation. - ■_ _ -^~z 

Not so dther;:law"enforcement heads in 
southern Wisconsin and northern Illinois. 

A few. months ago representatives of the 
Lake County Sheriff's Dept. called for 
Wisconsin to match their drinking age of 21 
to stop the long drives of Illinois teens to and 
from Wisconsin bars. 

Twin Lakes Police. Chief Pete DeMarco 
who ibversees a resort area that attracts 
many Illinois patrons, said, ^'This will make 
just a small dent in a very large problem and 
it won't really solve anything." 

In reference to interstate reciprocity the 

.^possibilty of Illinois. kids being.able to get 

fake Wisconsin ID cards has been raised." 

McHenry County Sheriff Henry Null ?aid, 
. "For Wisconsin to raise the age to 19 will con- 
stitute no cure at all." 



According to Antioch Police Chief Chuck 
Miller the only way legislation can stop the 
problem is for both states to have the same 
age or for the reciprocity bill to be:passed 
and Enforced in Wisconsin, claiming a mere 
third Qi the problem will be solved by a one 
year raise. 

Most of these officials agree.that 19 without 
reciprocity will do little good but none could 
say what chances were that Senate Bill 1( 19- 
year-old raise) would pass and Senate Bill 2 
not make it. 

Many outcries are coming from municipal 
governments, especially those in southeast 
Wisconsin, who called for a 21-year-old raise. 
' Thousands of signatures on petitions to 
that effect have gone to Madjson as have 
thousands more of the media ballots. 

McCrae said that the governor felt that the 

majority of these accidents occur when teens 

drink. in cars and at parties, not when they 

come from commercial establishments

Joe Andrea(D- 
Kensoha) said that most of the people in 
Wisconsin, especially those that don't live 
near a border, say that kids 18 are old enough 
to drink. 

But if is the tavern owners that are keeping 
the drinking age down, how did they pass a ' 
21-year-old law in California, the place that 
not only is a young people's state, but known 
as the most fun loving state of all? - JT 

The whole thing has many people won- 
dering just how much voter pressure it would 
take to change Earl's mind if he's looking for 
reelection. 

The members of.groups like Hands Across , 
the Border, many whose children over 19, 
either were killed by another drinking driver 
19 or older, or whose children were those 
drivers, are pushing to sec the age raised to 
21. ; ■ ., . ■
